The dissident Comunist group in Argentina headed by Aurelio A. Bracco and 
Redolfo Puiggros, which had its beginning in October 1916 at the XT and 
last National Congress of the Argentine Communist Party ( CPA), currently 
presents no serious danger to the CPA, Except for its influence in the 
vailroad workers! union La Fraternidad, the dissident group lacks impor= 
tance. Its activities are very circumserlbed and do not embrace the entire 
country as do those of the CPA, 


Be However, the group?s leaders are active and enthusiastic workers. Bracco 
has recently been visiting provincial capitals in the interlor of the 
comtry for the purpose of forming small wmits sympathetic to the cause, 
The group has already become active in San Martin, Valentin Alsina, Cerli, 
and Wilde, towns along the periphery of greater Buenos Aires. Both Bracco
